SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Weare :— 


A. few general statements may here be expected concerning 
the progress of our schools, during the past year. Sugges- 
tions for the good of our schools are also proper, and many 
might be offered, which, if observed, would lead to the rectify- 
ing of many mistakes, and result in the establishing of better 
methods in the management of the affairs of our schools. 

But we reflect that very little of what has been said in the 
past appears to have been heeded, for we observe the same 
mistakes made year after year, and apparently very little con- 
cern or questioning, on the part of the people, the real influ- 
ience and power, whether we are improving in our educational 
interests or moving along indifferently in the same old way. 

We ought to be satisfied only as we have evidence of ad- 
vancement, and afford to those whose duty it is to bring to the 
notice of the public the ¢7zt concerning the real condition of 
schools, an opportunity to specify some obstacle overcome, 
some error corrected. We have found in some of our schools 
for the year, earnest, faithful workers, in every way fitted for 
teachers; putting life into the work, disciplining the school in 
the true sense of the term. Such cannot be hired for fifty cents 
a day, and ‘‘board around,” especially in teaching a winter 
term. 

We do not wish to speak too much in the spirit of complaint 
but have learned from the experience of one school at least, 
that it is not the wise plan to arrange for a certain number of 
weeks of school, then hire some one for half pay, unfit to take 
charge of the school as a teacher. 

Some who offer themselves for teachers might succeed in 
one place, and meet with failure in another. We should un- 
derstand our schools so thoroughly as to know what ability and 
power will be required, and then secure the services of the 
right one for the place. 

‘Tt is not necessary to here make other references of duty and 
obligation which rest upon all; for it would be but to repeat 
what is already on record,—suggestions of those who have been 
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deeply interested, and earnest in their efforts for the welfare of 
our schools. 

We, might labor with more confidence and hope if we knew 
the **School Report” would be gladly welcomed and find a 
popular place in the household, where at least the sight of it 
might be a reminder of schools ‘and our obligation to them. 

We would acknowledge the gift of a work entitled, Alcohol 
and Fygiene,from the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
and others, to the School Committee—a copy for each district 
to be used by teachers in general exercises, and as often as 
may be thought proper. An examination of this book will con. 
vince any one that it contains valuable information much need_ 
ed by the young, and we hope it will meet with such favor as 
to be required as a regular text-book in the school. 

New spelling hooks. have been introduced, which was felt to 
be a needed change. 

We have endeavored to be faithful in-the discharge of the 
duties that have devolved upon us as Committee during the 
year, and still shall continue interested in the future prosperity 
of our schools, and earnestly urge greater manifestations of in- 
terest and unceasing united effort on the part of all to realize 
better and more satisfactory results; that as another record is 
made at:the end of the school year, it may be one of profit, not 
loss, a step forward, not backward.
